expert pilots. It Is only logical that, both of

■of their wartime experleiicts and that wide- 
spread development In commercial aviation 
will result. 

If we need any more evidence to convince 
ourselves of the potentUiUtles of aviation and 
the need for an up-to-date airport In Twin 
Falls, there's anothe{|^ldc to the picture. 

Tew of ua perhaps realize that 500 trans- 
■Atlantlc airplane fllgjits arc now being made 
each week— exclusive of the'- ferrying fllKhls 
to deliver combat planes on the other side, 
which BO only one way!

Edward Warner, vice-chairman of the civil 
aeronautics board, revealed some Interesting 
information the other day In delivering the 
Wilbur Wright jncmorlal lecture before the 
Royal Aeronautical society In London. Among 
other things, ho anticipates an Increase in 
the efficiency of planes In the post-war 
period, with a consequent reduction In costs 
which he carefully estimates may'fiD as much 
as 15 per cent. 

It may be poss'ble, he believes, that rates 
will be reduced to as low as two and a half 
cents per mile for passengers, or $32.50 for 
the 3.300-mlle trip from Now York to Lisbon 
or Liverpool, 

The. airlines know what to exncct and are 
making their plans for the post-war period. 
Northwest Airlines already has expressed an 
Interest In making Twin Falls an important 
atop in Its future itinerary. Tlmt should bo 
cue enough for all of us to be on our toes, 
■nie city officials and the chamber of com- 
merce arc planning to make the most of this 
opportunity, and they deserve all the support' 
they-can get In their efforts to obtain the 
type of airport Twin Talis will need.
